Mr. Burnham was very affable in manners, al- 
ways lively and cordial, of a pleasant and ready 
humor, well informed and skilled for his versatile 
work, which was as sound and appreciative as it 
was keen and witty, conscientious and sincere. 
He was a true friend of man and beloved of God. 
His loss leaves a void in many hearts and in the 
world’s work difficult to be filled, for it is rarely 
that one dies whose modest name is pregnant with 
such rich and beautiful associations as is that of 
Samuel Burnham.

The Catalogue Question. 


OrFice “OLD AND NEw,” 
June 23, 1373, 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 

My DEAR Sir: Your reference to me in the 
WEEKLY of day before yesterday startled me ; 
however, as the late Col. Newcome observed, 
* Adsum.”

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that with proper engineering you can place an 
edition of the “‘ List” that will return you the ex- 
penses, and something more. 

I have always found the trade very civil and 
accommodating in giving me items about books. 
Perhaps this was in part because I tried to avoid 
men that I knew were canine or swinine by nature. 
These are, however, very few in the book business. 
But I always asked for my facts as if for a favor, 
and I never asked when I could root thém for 
myself. 

It is very desirable that the “ List” should be 
uniform in method; but this can hardly be ex- 
pected. If the case permits, this could be partly 
remedied by an alphabetical index list of very 
short titles, referring to page of full entry. After 
doing a good deal of indexing and cataloguing of 
various kinds for about twenty years, I have con- 
cluded that the best one kind of catalogue of 
books, if but one can be had, is the alphabetical 
one by authors’ names. The next best is that by 
titles of books; the third best, that by subjects. 
This means, that cataloguing depends on mere 
form for convenience, more than on accurate 
classification of knowledge. 

I suppose the most extensively convenient list 
of books, taking everything into account for the 
present day, would be a very business-like list, 
not learned nor elegant at all, to give these items : 

First: ames of books that can now generally be 
found for sale; including standard works, and 
such as are having a temporary sale at present. 

Second: Description of editions, if there are 
more than one, in the usual business way, by 
number of volumes, size, binding and paper, and 
retail price (in paper, cloth, half binding or whole 
binding, or all if so furnished). 

Third: name of publisher of each edition. 

I was recently asked for a list of books suitable 
for a certain class of libraries, and in reply gave a 
very short specimen of such a list as that just sug- 
gested, and explained that it would cost a great deal 
to prepare it. My correspondent, not technically 
bookish, but a man of business and of great intelli- 
gence, saw the point, but urged me to complete 
such a list, feeling sure that I should get both 
fame and money, and I should do good besides. 
I didn’t doubt him on the good; on the fame and 
money I knew to the contrary, for I knew the sub- 
stance of my friend Mr. Kelly’s communication to 
you of the 12th, and besides, I meant at one time 
t8 publish the very list which forms his second 
volume, and even had most of the matter nearly 
ready for printing. I prepared the figures for 
manufacturing the volume, and canvassed a little 
among publishers. I found I could sell a few 
hundred copies, but not enough to give me any- 
thing for time and services. So I very readily 
gave up the idea, and bought a copy of Mr. Kelly’s 
book instead. It is a very useful book. I’m greatly 
obliged to Mr. Kelly; and I’m very glad I didn’t 
publish it. 

It’s a missionary enterprise. You must do it 
“‘ seeking for nothing again,” if you want to keep 
your temper; and then any disappointment will 
be an agreeable one. If I can serve you about it 
in any way, I will very gladly do so to the best of 
my ability. Don’t print this scattering letter unless 
you are sure you had better; cutit or sum it. In 
any event I wish you all success, and am,

“The Long House of the Iroquois,” will appear 
some months later, and includes the religious his- 
ory of the Five Nations.

There are few bet- 
ter liked, and who can so ill be spared. 


CLAss 49, Department G, in the Cincinnati In- 
dustrial Exposition of 1873, to be open Sept. 3 to 
Oct. 4, comprises “books, stationery, printing, 
binding, etc.” 


JOHN STUART MILL not only left a full autobio- 
graphy, for immediate publication, but also three 
complete treatises entitled, ‘‘ Nature,” ‘“ Theism,” 
and the “ Utility of Religion,” and a tract for the 
Land Tenure Retorm Association which was his 
last work. It seems that Mill carried on a long 
correspondence in French with Comte respecting 
women, controverting the latter’s position that 
“the intelligence of women amounted at best to 
only a small instantaneous sagacity.’? He also 
had an extensive correspondence with De Tocque- 
ville, and there is loud call for the publication of 
both these series, as of his letters with John Ster- 
ling, Robertson of the Westminster, Lord Ash- 
burton, and others. Mr. Mill owned for five 
years, 1837-41, the London and Westminster Re- 
view. His “ Logic,” which has reached its eighth 
edition in England, enjoyed the largest circulation; 
the “Subjection of Woman” fell flat after the 
second edition. The only portrait for which he 


ever sat was that finished but for one sitting by 
Mr. Watts, and soon to be engraved.

lish Literature.” The “ sketch” is g12 pages 
long. 





OBITUARY. 
Stacy B. Collins, 


Drep, at his residence in this city, Monda r, 
June 23, 1873, Stacy B. Collins, in the 83d year of 
his age. He was the last surviving son of Isaac 
Collins, printer to the Province of New Jersey in 
1770, and publisher of the New Jersey Gazette 
during the Revolutionary War, and was born at 
Trenton, N. J.,in 1791. A few years later Isaac 
Collins moved to New York, where he carried on 
the business of printer and publisher, at 189 Pear] 
street, until 1808, when he returned to New Jersey 
to reside, relinquishing the business to his sons 
and Benj. D. Perkins, who continued under the 
firm of Collins, Perkins & Co. In connection with 
this firm, and with its successors, Collins & Co., 
B. & S. Collins, Collins, Keese & Co., and Collins, 
Brother, & Co., Stacy B. Collins was interested as 
a publisher and bookseller for a period of over 
thirty years, acquiring by industry, intelligence, 
and prudence a sufficient fortune for his unosten- 
tatious life, and finally leaving the business to his 
nephews in 1846. 

He was a man of good natural ability, improved 
by travel and study, unquestioned integrity, and of 
a singularly pure life. He took a decided interest 
in public affairs, though never seeking for place or 
profit, and all efforts at reform had his sympathy 
and support. He was for many years one of the 
Governors of the New York Hospital, giving 
freely of his time and money to benevolent 
objects.
